Lot #1400 in Irwin Heiman’s auc- 
tion of November 4th was a most in- 





teresting item,—wish I had been the 
successful bidder! It was an engraved 
large die proof.—an essay for the 
Canadian Postal Note issues. Never 
seen, nor heard of it before. 

It was in the shape of an upright 
oval, with “Canadian Postal Note” in 
garter and around vignette,—an “‘Ad- 
miral” portrait of King George V. 
Die No. *F220" appeared above the 
design. 





#294—50c Halifax Law Library 
Tax Stamps 


These Halifax Law Library Tax 
stamps are interesting and very hard 
to find. All standard Canadian Rev- 
enue catalogues list three varieties; 
—the 25¢ perf. 12%, and the 25c and 
50c perf. 14. The first issue came 
out in 1879, the second in 1908. 

There is however a fourth variety, 
—a second type 50c. It has been in 
existance for some time,—at least 34 
years as my copy is dated January 
19, 1922. 

This new variety is perf. 14 as be- 
fore, it is olive-green (yellowish) as 
distinct from the green of the 1903 
50c. The impression measures a full 
20x25 mm. whereas the 1903 variety 
measures 19!5x24!5 mm. But the 
main difference is that it has either 
been re-engraved, or a new die has 
been made. 

There are several differences,—but 
two will suffice for positive identi- 
fication: 

1908 (1) There are four vertical 
shading lines to left of “Halifax.” 

(2) There are no lines cf vertical 
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By Ed. Richardson 
shading to left of “Fifty.” Shaded 
panel almost touches frame. 

1920 (?) (1) There are two well 
formed vertical shading lines to left 
of “Halifax.” 

(2) There is one well formed ver- 
tical shading line to left of “Fifty.” 
Shaded panel well clear of frame. 

Other differences are easily noted 
in the three rosettes above “Halifax,” 
—in the shading of the collar, and in 
the shading of the scrolls in the cor- 
ners.

#295—Misplaced “1/5” 
On 7e Excise 

This is Holmes #ET51. It is the 
“1/5” blue-black overprint on the Te 
brown excise stamp of 1915. 

This mis-placed variety which now 
is added to my collection, thanks to 
Dr. Holmes, shows the surcharge 
moved to the left approximately 
41% mm., and about 2 mm. lower than 
normal. 

Chances are that's all there is to 
itMA—but whenever you find a badly 
misplaced overprint it is a good time 
to be on the lookout for other and 
more important varieties. It is not 
certain whether or not the particular 
overprint that appears on this stamp 
should have been on this stamp or on 
the one to right or left, or on the one 
above or below. In any case be on 
the lookout for either a vertical or 
horizontal pair—one without the sur- 
charge!

#297—Pioneer Air Stamp Forgery 

In packet #280 I spoke of an in- 
teresting forgery of Sanabria’s #501, 
—the 1918 Orea Club of Canada 
issue. This forgery was without the 
red color and with the numerals “25”. 
It is unknown in this condition in 
the genuine. 


Have had considerable correspond- 


ence regarding this item. First time 
this forgery was ever mentioned 
turns out to be in “philately” Vol. IV 
No. 3 of April 21, 1947, by Rev. John 
Bain. Bain's copy. is exactly like my 
own. 1 have also examined a copy 
belonging to Mr. N. Pelletier of Tor- 
onto,—again his copy checks with 
mine in every detail. I have also 
heard of, but not seen two other 
copies on this side of the Atlantic, 
and two over in England. So there 
are at least seven copies in existance. 

Mr. Pettetier also gives us some 


interesting data. To quote “this 
stamp interested me. I did get the 


answer about two weeks ago, Around 
1919 a man had the original cut for 
a time. He tried to get it reprinted 
by the United Typewriter Co. They 
refused, and at the same time re- 
claimed the block. He then had a cut 
made from his own genuine copy. 
About 100 copies were made.” 

Thanks Mr. Pelletier for this in- 
teresting additional data!

I have been reading with interest 
the articles on New Brunswick by Mr. 
M. W. Cryderman, There are one or 
two points with which I cannot agree 
and, if left unsaid, they might be mis- 
leading to collectors. No doubt the 
points are controversial but in such 
cases collectors should know that 
opinions vary. 

On page 15 of your September is- 
sue, Mr. Cryderman states in 1863 a 
new rate of 2c was provided for let- 
ters mailed and delivered in the same 
county. This is true of Nova Scotia 
but not of New Brunswick, hence the 
mystery why a 2c has not, as far as 
I know, found “as a single” on a 
cover. 

On the same page it is said that the 
5c Connell was perforated 12.0. This 
is incorrect; the perforation was 11.60 
or 11.75. The so-called perforated 
proofs and forgeries are perforated 
12.0 since all catalogues have given 
the perforation as 12.0 for many 
years and the error has been repeat- 
ed by those who wished to deceive 
the collector. 

The final article appears on page 
10 of your issue of October. On this 
page Mr. Cryderman refers to the 
PAID postmark in black, red and 
blue. I have never seen it in blue and 
would like more particulars of its oc- 
currence. One wonders if it emanated 
from . Chatham or St. Andrews, 
which generally used blue ink. On the 
same page Mr. Cryderman refers to 
grid numerals. I agree with Mr. 
Chadbourne's theory of alphabetical 
order at any rate up to 31, which is 
Sussex Vale. Mr. Chadbourne and I 
are in the course of exchanging re- 
search on the numbers higher than 
31 and their allocation is not yet cer- 
tain. The only number out of alpha- 
beical order between 1 and 31 is St. 
John which, as we all know, was giv- 
en Ne. 1. I have solved the question 
of No. 9 (Grand Falls) because 
Grand Falls, at the time grid numbers 
were allocated, was called Cole- 
brook, and as Colebrook it falls into 
alphabetical order as No. 9. We want 
better evidence than we have got to 


marked with a 3 and other 


date that 32 is Upham Vale, 33 Up- 
per Mills and 34 Woodstock. 1 am 
fairly confident that numbers up to 
38 will be found on the pence issue 
since there were 38 Post Offices at 
3lst October 1859 (see P.M.G's. re- 
port for that year). At the time of 
confederation with Canada, there 
were 46 Post Offices, so we still 
have a long way to go to identify 32 
to 38 and possibly 38 to 46 on New 
Brunswick cents issue. I shall be 
more than delighted if anyone pos- 
sessing authentie covers with num- 
erals from 32 upwards would write 
to me giving full particulars. 

On page 11, Mr. Cryderman refers 
to *oddities" such as the 3d water- 
pence 
issues with the watermark ‘H’. 
These are the papermakers’ water- 
mark, T, H. Saunders, with the date 
when the paper was made. As this 
lettering is as big as about % inch 
high, only one complete letter or 
numeral is likely to be found on a 
stamp. although I have a 1/- stamp 
on which 18 just gets on the stamp, 
i.e. the first two numbers of the 
date, just as the 3, referred to in the 
article, is probably the last number 
of 1853. As there was only one paper- 
makers's watermark per sheet, these 
stamps with part of the watermark, 
T. H. Saunders 185- are seldom 
found. 

Referring to die and plate proofs 
Mr. Cryderman does net mention die 
proofs of the pence issue. Although 
they are exceedingly rare, they exist 
before the corners were cleared (see 
Plate 1 Perkins Bacon Records Vol- 
ume I).

A LATE 20TH CENTURY 
RE-ENTRY 

Sent me lately by Mr. M. Ritter 
of Toronto was an item which may 
be of interest to many collectors of 
Canada. I refer to Scott’s #315 a 
major re-entry ef the stamp issued 
for the Duke and Duchess of Edin- 
burgh. In my illustration made for 
Popular Stamps the skeach does not 
do full justice to this remarkable 
item, as I have only been able to 
show the words POSTES and Pos- 
tage double, whereas the horizontal 
lines in the background also show a 
doubling effect. Although having 
sorted some thousands of these 
stamps, the only one of its kind sent 
by Mr. Ritter has come to my atten- 
tion. The stamp in question is of a 
very dark purplish violet. Any col- 
lectors who may come across a sim- 
ilar item would do well to report the 
discovery. 


While examining the top of a sheet 
of plate 42 of the 1918 issue of the 
3c brown of Canada a row of ten 
stamps, I was much interested in 
discovering that stamp 1 and 2 were 
raised and completely out ef align- 
ment with the remaining 8 stamps. 
Further information by other collect- 
ors of this item will be welcomed, as 
so far no report has been recorded. 
The last and 10th stamp in the row 


has a small spur on the top frame 
line above P & O of POSTAGE.— 
Aubrey Kelson.

On 17 Dec., I purchased a package 
of 25 2e stamped envelopes from the 
Sudbury P.O. and noticed a white 
spot on the bridge of the Queen's 
nose on the stamp on the top envel- 
ope.

Ive checked through about 40 
used envelopes and cut squares bear- 
ing this stamp and found only one 
cut square with a bar cancel. 

Perhaps other collectors of postal 
stationery will be interested to hear 
of this flaw on the 1953 design, 
Holmes No. 1077a small size envel- 
ope.

STAMP DEALING 

Every now and again we get a let- 
ter from someone asking for advice 
on how to become a stamp dealer. 
Our advice invariably is DON’T un- 
less you’ve got the stamps and plenty 
of capital for more of them. 

Recently, a book on the subject has 
heen brought out by the “Stamp 
Wholesaler” and am glad to see that 
it also stresses the importance of 
capital. 

Every collector acquires duplicates 
and an accumulation of stamps more 
than he wants for his own collection, 
but a shoe box full of stamps doesn’t 


mean an excuse to go into stamp 
dealing. Nothing is more exasper- 


ating than to answer an ad of some 
amateur dealer giving a list of your 
wants and find he can't supply even 
half of them. Or to write him S.A.E. 
if he has such and such and never a 
reply, or if so weeks or months later 
when vou’ve already contacted anoth- 
er dealer. 


Stamp dealing is a specialized 
business, requiring capital, knowl- 
edge of the subject, plus business 


ability and the ethics that go with it. 

Far better for such a collector to 
be a member of some stamp society 
and enter his better surplus stamps 
in their sales book circuit rather than 
make a nuisance of himself as an am- 
ateur or part-time dealer. 
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RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


Gibbons London monthly for Dec- 
ember gives Australia a dressing 
down for the issue of a second Olym- 
pie 2/- stamp as being unnecessary 
and against the better interests of 
philately. In this they are quite right. 
Gibbons have always observed a 
strong attitude against issues of this 
nature. Had Australia later on de- 
sired to give us a reminder of the 
great event, it would have been bet- 
ter to issue a stamp different in de- 
sign and denomination. As suggested 
by Gibbons, Australian prestige 
could well be lowered by continuity 
of a condition as referred to. 

An interesting article in the same 
publication relevant to speculation in 
stamps have reprinted in full a write- 
up by the Financial Times corres- 
pondent which is worth reading. 

From the pen of Mr. F. E. Metcalfe 
mention is made that seven stamps 
of Great Britain have already been 
issued with the new watermark. 

We may expect Jamaica to issue a 
complete new set in the near future. 
The postal authorities who erron- 
eously sold a sheet of Queen £1 stamp 
were fortunate indeed to recover 
them intact. It was a break for them 
that the sheet was not purchased by 
a collector who would have been just- 
ified in retaining it. 

In late news from London it is re- 
ported that the Silver Wedding issue 
of Cyprus will be invalidated on 
March 20th next. 

For Canada the latest news is that 
a new Hockey stamp will be issued 
on January 23rd in honor of our 
winter National sport. It is to be a 
large size stamp depicting hockey 
players in action and without doubt 
wil] have a heavy sale. The stamp 
will be of a five cent denomination. 

“Stamp Collecting” of December 2 
suggests that the short lived 10£- 
stamp of Bermuda of 1951, perf. 13, 
js likely to be a fine item to put away 
for future appreciation. Aden issues 
apparently are most popular and col- 
lected heavily overseas and we are 
warned the first Queen 20£- value is 
a good stamp to obtain, that used 
copies are quite scarce. Our attention 
is also drawn to the Queen stamps of 
Rhodesia, Nyassaland, that is speci- 
ally of two items the 4!$d and 9d, of 
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the latter only 100,000 were issued, 
whieh appears to be a small number. 
This information is of use to all of 
us, but where can we buy them! 
Dealers will surely not break up their 
sets to supply these two specials. 

Some notes of mine in the Decem- 
her issue referred to the coming loss 
to us of our 6c current stamp. I could 
well have added in my comments a 
word about matched plate blocks of 
this issue, which without doubt may 
eventually be very scarce, even single 
plate blocks may be good as general- 
ly in centered condition they are el- 
usive. Collectors who M have saved 
them are in for a bonanza in the 
matter of value in only a short year 
Or SO. 

In the December issue of this jour- 
nal Dr. L. S. Holmes refers to used 
coils becoming increasingly scarce. 
In this I agree and find it is a diffi- 
cult matter obtaining superb used 
pairs and strips of four. As Dr. 
Holmes claims this is largely due to 
the increasing use of meter mail and 
precancels. In my opinion too many 
collectors of Canada pass up the im- 
portance of our coil issues, which 1 
feel are some of our best sleepers. 
Some of these used since 1943 are 
going to be tough to get in the not 
lone distant future.

Have just received a nice present 
for my reference collection. It con- 
sists of several values of the O.H.M. 
S. overprints, all used. BUT here is 
the pcint, the opt. is put on ON TOP 
of the postmark. What a stupid 
thing even for any ignoramus to try 
that silly stunt. Any good lens shows 
it up at onee. The moral then is for 
you to buy your officials from an 
honest, reliable dealer. I once bought 
opt. U.S. stamps years ago from a 
prominent dealer in the States and I 
examined them when I received them, 
as they were not cheap stamps. To 
mv amazement they all had been 
opt.-ed over the postmark. This was 
verified by the A.P.S. examiners. 

Sure I sent them all back and with 
my findings, The dealer was not up- 
set in the least. Needless to say I put 
the firm in my blacklist for no fur- 
ther dealings. 

Here are a few of the differences I 
have found so far with these fake 
opt. O.H.M.S. The O is thinner at the 
“poles” and sharper at the “equator”. 
The serifs of the H are thinner and 
sharper and the cross bar is much 
thinner. The serifs of the M are thin- 
ner and sharper. The lower end of the 
S is quite sharp and extends higher 
up. 

These are what you find in com- 
parison with the genuine opt. Look 
for these points in mints but with 
the used just get a good magnifying 
lens and in a good light. You should 
have no trouble in spotting the post- 
mark is under the overprint. 

Now I have given you the points of 
difference, which I believe hold good 
whether mint or used, though I have 
not checked the low values. I have 
the 10c value up. A word to the wise 
is sufficient. 

I have not checked the G overprints 
but here again the crook will try his 
sloppy work but good detective work 
on your part may show up the fake. 
I have often wondered why the P. O. 
Department does not put out a real 
set of official stamps. There is good 
food for thought in that idea and I 
make the suggestion to them at this 
time. They are open for ideas and 
pood suggestions.—L. Seale Holmes,

BOOK FOR STAMP DEALERS 





A new, enlarged, clothbound edition 
of “Stamp Dealing for Pleasure and 
Profit” has just been published by 
Lucius Jackson, Box 106, Burlington, 
Vermont. Containing 150 pages, the 
new volume is bound for library use, 
and priced at $5.00 (Copies of the or- 
iginal edition, paperbound, and con- 
iaining 136 pages, are still in print at 
$3.00.) 

There have been a few so-called 
“books” on the above subject in the 
past, but none that covered the field 
thorcughly and practically, thus—- 
since the “Stamp Wholesaler” had 
been publishing such information 
month by month for eighteen years, 
it seemed logical for that publication 
ta publish a book on stamp dealing. 

It covers the matter from capital 
to business systems, advertising, ser- 
vice, pitfalls and prospects. There is 
an index for convenience; an append- 
dix listing stamp societies and pub- 
lications. It does not tell what to sell 
but makes it clear that the stamp 
business is not the success-guaranteed 
field it is sometimes painted to be, 
but that stamp selling is a clean, 
pleasant profession in which sound 
merchandising ideas point the way to 
establishing a business. 


LETTER TO EDITOR 





Bernardsville, N.J.,

Popular Stamps, 
Cobden, Ontario, 
Canada. 
Gentlemen: 

Have read your magazine with in- 
terest and enjoyed it more than any 
other stamp magazine—I suppose be- 
cause I collect Canada and because I 
collect four square plate blocks. 

While writing, I sure agree with 
the small article by Plate Block 
Charlie relative to prices. Now I am 
a collector and have never sold a 
stamp in my life, but I do have to 
pay for them, and I think dealers 
are thoroughly justified when there 
are only 10 or 20 blocks in existence 
and charging prices higher than 50c 
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or $2.00 as per the catalogs. I don’t 
see any reason why it would hurt 
anybody in the business if the cat- 
alog makers would put a market 
price or possibly a bit above market 
price in their catalogs; this would 
net prevent any collector from pur- 
chasing at a discount from catalog 
and would not hurt any dealer if he 
wanted to give a discount. 

I have collected a few other 
specialties and find no situation any- 
where in any other branch of 
Philately where the catalog prices 
are so far below market. 

I presume that the dealers, such as 
Sissons, Bond and Bileski—don't like 
to suggest to the catalogers that they 
put priees in for fear it will look as 
if they are avaricious, but I don't see 
any reason why collectors shouldn't 
go en record as liking to see a cat- 
alog what it should be—at least 
somewhere near market price or 
preferably, above. There will be less 
and less plate blocks available and 
there are more and more collectors 
and it just doesn’t make sense, even 
if the collectors all die off and have 
to use appraisal values because the 
appraisal at catalog would never be 
accepted by either the Canadian or 
U.S.A. governments.—G. L.

I suppose there are a great many 
of us who feel a bit green with jeal- 
ousy or at least frustrated when we 
see the number of high priced stamps 
that are sold by auction or through 
dealers’ ads. We just haven't that 
kind of money. We say to ourselves, 
"What's the use, we can never ac- 
quire a collection of stamps to be 
proud of, or worth showing anyone”. 
For after all, isn’t one of the prime 
urges of stamp collecting the desire 
to acquire a better collection than the 
other fellow! 


We've got readers of P.S. from the 
fellow with little money to the chap 
with BIG money, but I fancy a lot of 
them have to spike their buying, 
like the writer, to a top of a five or 
ten dollar single stamp, or less. This 
business of buying a $100 or $1,000 
stamp is something to dream about 
but out of this world for us. 

Well, if we didn't have the big 
money boys, philately would become 
pretty mediocre, but the writer has 
a sneaking idea that the great bulk 
of stamp collectors are the ones of 
maderate means and the volume of 
them substantiates a stamp trade to 
fill their needs. For every dealer who 
specializes dealing in three or four 
figure stamps there are dozens in the 
lower price field. 

I suppose we’ve seen more collect- 
ions worth a hundred dollars each 
than the occasional collection worth 
five thousand or more. But who can 
say that the fellow with a hundred 
dollar collection didn't have as much 
fun and enjoyment acquiring it as the 
millionaire collector with his array 
of high priced stamps. And I bet the 
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latter has-his. frustrations as well as 
the little fellow. There's just not 
enough 12d blacks or’ Post . Office 
Mauritius to go around them all and 
Pll bet each would like one and can’t 
have it. 

So why worry about. the stamps we 
can't have! You don't. have to go 
breke to get a collection in your own 
category that will be the envy of 
someone in your. own circle of trav- 
ellers.

 'There are three. unusual] varieties 
in the postal stationery line that are 
perhaps worth noting. The first one 
was mentioned by me in an American 
philatelic publication, but have not 
seen any reference to it in the Can- 
adian press. The other two are listed 
here for the first time, as far as I 
know. 

(1) The current type aerogramme, 
but with a blob of color joining 
“POST” and “POSTES”. About 100 
of these turned up in Victoria a year 
ago, but no more have come to light. 

(2) The large re-valued 5e on ὃς 
envelope with DOUBLE surcharge. 
Mr. Thoen, of the V.I.P.S., noticed a 
few in a packet bought at. the local 
wicket last spring. Less than a doz- 
en exist, as far as local supplies are 
concerned. Spacing between the two 
surcharges varies from about half an 
inch, in the best examples, down to 
zero, theugh it is possible to see that 
the latter ones have been struck 
twice due to the heavy blurred im- 
pression. I imagine this to be a very 
rare error. 

(3) This, the latest oddity, is a 
messed-up impression of the Queen’s 
head on the current 4c post-card. A 
heavy diagonal line runs down to the 
left from near the bridge of the nose, 
ending on her right cheek. There are 
alse two heavy lines of color between 
the “D” of “Canada” and the right 
“4”. Verv few (less than 50) have 
come to light and there don’t seem to 
be more of them.—Reg. Nairne.
